CAPTIVE SPANISH GUNBOATS. 


Gen. Rios Says That Two Thousand 
of His Forces Will Be Taken 
Home Next Week—Col. Rosales 
Takes Care of His Life. 


(BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

NEW YORK, April 20.—[Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun’s Manila cable- 
gram says that a force of two hun- 
dred insurgents formed a skirmish 
line this afternoon, imitating the 
tactics of the Americans, aad at- 
taeked the scouts of the First Wash. 
ingten Infantry near Taguig. Re- 
inforcements soon came up and the 
enemy was driven back a mile, 
when the Americans’ ammunition 
gave out and the pursuit was aban- 
doned. The Americans killed twelve 
of the enemy and captured some 
of their arms. 

This morning a party of eighteen 
Americans, under command of a 
captain, went scouting to the north 
of Guiguinto, where they emcoun- 
tered a body of insurgents two han- 
dred strong. A skirmish ensued, in 
which one American was wounded. 

American merchants here are pe- 


titioning the San Francisco Cham-/ 


ber of Commerce to influence a re- 
duction of tariffs, many of which are 
now prohibitive. 

Gen. Rios, Spanish representative 
in the Philippines, states that the 
steamers Porto Rico, Cataluna and 
Leontrice will proceed next week 
to Zamboanga and Jolo to trans- 
port direct to Spain the remaining 
two thousand Spanish soldiers at 
those places. 

Col. Rosales, representative of 
Gen. Rios, who was commissioned to 
negotiate for the liberation of the 
Spanish soldiers held as prisoners 
by the Filipinos, has been notified 
by the insurgents that his life will 
mot be safe outside of the American 
lines, because he was president of 
the Spanish military court which 
sentenced Gen. Antonio Luna, the 
insurgent military leader, to death. 
Col. Rosales has consequently re- 
signed from the commission to nego- 
tinte for the release of prispmers, 
and Maj. Lasheras has been ap- 
pointed in his place. . 

Thirteen Spanish gunboats have 
arrived at Manila .under convoy of 
the Concord and Petrel. While ly- 
ing in the waters of the south, these 
boats were looted of their small

Secretary Alge? Receives a Reply

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Secretary 
Alger has received a reply from Gen. 
Otis to his inquiry of yesterday as to 
whether the reinforcements proposed 
to be sent to him to relieve the volun- 
teers would be sufficient for the pur- 
pose of the campaign. Gen. Otis re- 
plied in the affirmative, the estimate 
of 30,000 men to constitute the army 
agreeing with his own calculations,

eontained in ‘this dispatch of yesterday. 
Gen. Otis adds to his message the hope- 
ful remark that he expects very shortly 
to be able to report a decided improve- 
ment in the situation in the Philip- 
pines.

RIVER IS COVERING LOWLANDS AT 
OMAHA, NEB. 


Houses in the Northeastern Part of 
the City are Surrounded by 
Backwater—Water Out of Banks 
in South Dakota. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. ] 

OMAHA, April 20.—The river is still 
rising at this point, and is now within 
a foot and a half of the danger line. 
The lowlands on both sides of the river 
are partially under water uww. Some 
houses in the northeastern part of the 
city are at present surrounded by back 
water, and another foot will flood a 
large number, though it will require a 
much greater rise to reach any of the 
manufacturing industries or large 
| Warehouses. The tracks of the Omaha 
Bridge and Terminal Company in East 
Omaha are under water in places. The 
water is up to the newly-made grade 
of the Illinois Central on the Iowa side, 
but no damage is reported as yet. Re- 
ports from up the river indicate a still 
further rise in this point. 

At Pierre, the river is practically on 
a stand, registering fifteen feet. The 
Northwestern has repaired the break in 
its tracks at Rousseau, and trains are 
moving again. All along the lowlands 
in Nebraska and South Dakota, from 
Sioux City north, the water is out of 
the bahks, and farmers have removed 
their stock and belongings to places of

FEMALE NURSES. 
Six of Them Sent Out on the Traas- 
port Newport,

SAN FRANCISCO, April 20.—The 
New York Red Cross auxiliary for the 
maintenance of trained murses made a 
departure in its methods today by 
starting on the transport Newport six 
female trained nurses selected in San 
Francisco for service in Manila. This 
society some time ago sent twelve 
nurses off for similar service from New 
York, the War Department distributing 
them, four each on the large trans- 
ports Grant, Sheridan and Sherman, 
which were successively sent out with 
the first reinforcements from the East 
for the army in the Philippines. Their 
services have already been reported as 
being of utmost value in the crowded 
condition of the transports en route, 
as well as since their arrival. 

Their dispatches from Manila repre- 
senting the need of assistance were 
such that the society resolved to de- 
vote its remaining funds to the same 
purpose. The chairman of its Commit- 
tee on Trained Nurses, Mrs. Whitelaw 
Reid, being in San Francisco, the com- 


mittee telegraphed asking if she could 


not select the nurses here and forward 
chem by the shortest route. With the 
aid of San Francisco physicians and 
superintendents of training schools and 
hospitals, Mrs. Reid has accordingly 
selected here the following: Miss Mary 
Alice Burrell, who goes as superinten-

ish vessel Porpoise. He was surprised 
by a squad of British seamen handing 
arms and ammunition to Mataafa’s 
men.

The report was brought to Australia 
by the passengers of the steamer U pola 
After the arrest of the Falke’s com- 
mander, a conference was held between 
Capt, Sturdee and Admiral Kautz, and 
the Porpoise and Philadelphia steamed 
in position on either side of the Falke. 
Orders were then sent aboard her to 
the effect that if she made a move of 
any kind she would be blown out of the 
water. No one is allowed to go aboard 
or leave the German ship-of-war with- 
out permission, written and signed by 
Hither Capt. Sturdee of the P: evoise 
Admiral Kautz. 

Fighting continues between the 
forces of Mataafa and Malieota Tanu.

The provisions of 
the Paris treaty would thus be carried 
out.

PHILADELPHIA, April 20.—The 
case of ex-United States Senator Quay 
was placed in the hands of the jury- 
promptly at 3 o'clock this afternoon, 
and no verdict being reached by 10 
o'clock tonight, the jury was locked up 
until morning. There was no intima- 


tion, other -than mere rumor, as to 
the attitude of the jury. The generally- 
expressed opinion of. those who have 
followed the trial since its beginning, 


Monday of last Week. fs that the ver- 
Gict will be an acquittal. Many, how- 
ever, jook for a disagreement. There 
are biet few who express the belicf 
that a verdict of guilty will be given. _ 
"Poday. proceedings were confined en- 


tirély to argument and the speeches 
by counsel, the defense deciding. to 
present no testimony. Watson began 
the day by requesting that the case be 
Withdrawn from the ‘jury and a verdict 
of not guilty rendered.’ He contended 
that the commonweatth ‘iad utterly 
failed to make out a case against Quay. 
. Judge Biddle determined that the is- 
sues Were those for a jury to decide, 


and he ruled that it he gone through 
in the usual way. 

Shields here announced the defense'’s 
intention to take testimiony,’ and 
under the rules of the court he thug 
obtained the privilege of making, ex- 
cept one, the last speech to the jury.

He also moved 
to strike out the “Red Book’ on the 
same grounds. 

The same motion was made that the 
reference to the letter of July 31, 1896, 
from Treasurer Haywood to President 
McManes of the bank, agreeing to 
loan to R. R.* Quay and the minutes 
of the bank directors with regard 
thereto, the ground being that. this 
evidence relates to-a transaction with 
Which M. 8S. Quay is not connected. 
Another point raised was that Gold- 
smith the commonwealth’'s chief wit- 
ness. is not an expert: that instead 
of testifving to what the books dis- 
closed. he revealed a theory from in- 
ferences. and partiy from outside in- 
jormation. 

The crime charged, said Watson, is 
conspiracy, and curious toe .say there 
‘is only oahe person indicted. The 
commenwealth has utterly failed. he 
contended. to connect the @efendant 
with the charges of conspiracy. In 
his argument, Watson made the point 
that the prosecution admitted that not

Dist.-Atty Rothermel, in reply to 
Watson's argument, referred to his of- 
fer of proof and declared that the com- 
monwealth has proved the conspiracy 
completely within the line @o0 which 
the court limited it, namely, two vears 
antedating November 17, . He said 
the letters af ex-Senator Quay to Hop- 
kins were proof of the conspiracy, as 
was also the fact that for the six 
months ending October 31. 1897, ex-Sen- 
ator Quay had received $185,000 without 
interest. 

Judge Biddle said there was presented 
to him, first, a demurrer to the indict- 
ment; second, a demurrer to the eyj- 
dence. As to the first, he would say 
nothing, as the question had already 
been Gécided by a judge of a Philade}- 
phia cour. Regarding the second de- 
murrer, the judge said he was not in a 
position to descredit the testimony of 
the commonwealth, and he therefore 
would allow the case to go to the jury 
for them to decide. , 

There was a buzz of conversation in 
dhe courtrOom over this decision ad- 
verse to the defense, and then the Quay 
lawyers got togeter for a consultatin. 


At the conclusion of § this talk 
Attorney Shields gave notice that

The District Attorney laid great 
Stress upon the fact that the ‘red| 
book" came into existence in 1891, cv- 
incident with the paragraph of the law 
creating State bank examiners, .from 
Whom, he argued, Hopkins would wish 
to keep his illicit transactions secret. 

He called the jury's attention to the 
memorandum paper found in Hopkins’s

At the out- 
set he took up the fact that the case of 
the prosecution was built on the testi- 
mony of experts, and quoted an opin- 
ion of the Supreme Court against “the 
tendency to call experts to testify to 
ready-made opinions.’”” This, he de- 
clared, was a prophecy covering the 
case in a remarkable way. 

Shields dwelt on ex-Judge Gordon's 
connection with the prosecution, and 
denounced his actions ins measured 
terms, He argued that the political. 
conspiracy against ex-Senator Quay 
was begun when Judge Gordon got 
from the receiver of the broken 
Dank the books and letters found tn 
the dead cashier's private desk, and 
kept them in his possession for 
months, He went over the use’ made 
of these documents in furtherance of 
his political ambition, and _his hatred 
of ex-Senator Quay. 

Shields dermounced the photographing 
of letters and fhe exhibition of those 
photographs to >Democratip Natfiénal 
Committeeman Guffey and John Wan- 

naker, as proof positive of the con-. 
spiracy’ against “Quay "The -sy 
took up the bill of indictment which. 
he said. charged the misuse of public 
funds. and dared any member of the 
jurv. in defiance of his conscience, to 
render a decision against the defend- 
ant. 

He turned to the letters of ex-Sena- 
tor Quay ta Hopkins, which, “he said, 
all explained themselves. They repre 
sented ordinary business transactions, 
and he pointed out that whenever 
Quay wrote to Hopkins to buy stoc 
or make payments on his account, the 
books showed that the ex-Senator had 
ample money in the bank, in his own 
name. to cover the transactions, 

Shields took. up the “Plum-Tree” 
telegram. and directed his most with- 
ering sarcasm against the men who 
would use this document against 4@ 
public man. Taking the regular 
books of the People’s Bank, , Shields: 
said it was in evidence that ex-Sena- 
tor Quay never knew of a line of the 
contents. He further said the prose- 
cution’s. expert had been forced to ad- 


mit that the books contained signa-. 
tures and accounts. Shields argued 
that this admission destroyed the 


value of the books as testimony against 
ex-Senator Quay.

IN A BAD WAY.

SANTIAGO DE CUBA, April 10.—The 
special committee appointed by the 
Board of Trade to inquire into the mu- 
nicipal tax situation’ made its report 
at a pubiic meeting this afternooh at 
the San Carlos Club. According to, the 
committee. Gen. Brooke’s order aboi- 
ished licenses and all taxes, except 8 
per cent. on the incomes from land. At 
present ohly seven plantations are op- 
erating in the provinces, and no houses 
are being rented in the towns. 

The municipal revenues have been 
reduced from $25,000 to $2000 per month 
in Santiago. Public works and schools 
must be stopped. Eight thousand per- 
sons are out of employment, and as 
soon as_the small surplus is exhausted 
it will be necessary to resume the free 
distribution of food in order to prevent 
starvation. Outlawry is sure to follow. 

It was also shown in the report that, 
while the actual revenues of the island 
are $15,000,000 a year, Santiago province, 
representing one-third of the area and 
one-fifth of the population, and collect- 
ing $300,000 a month, received of this 
total only $90,000 from Havana, and, 
moreover, is not allowed to collect ad-, 
ditional taxes of a self-imposed nature. 


EXTENSION GRANTED. 


Cubam Liabilities Won’t Mature Un- 
til After Crops, are Marketed.

WASHINGTON, April 20.—Secretary 
of War Alger has cabled Gov.-Gen.

COUGHS UP ’CAUSE JT SWALLOWS

Big Fire at San Jose—Convocation 
. of Knights Templars — Medicos 
Want to Reorganize—The 
Fresno Highbinders.- 


[BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.] 

VICTORIA (B. C.,) April 20.—[Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] What at first glance ap- 
pears to be an utterly ludicrous tangle 
in the Kingdom of Tonga, but which 
may also present a serious side, coinci- 
dent with the Samoan trouble, is re- 
ported by passengers arriving on the 
steamer Aorangi this morning. Briefly, 
the story as told by~a Nukulofa corre- 
spondent, is this: 

King George Tahoa had reached a 
marriageable age and his advisers pre- 
sented to him for choice two young 
girls, one a pretty peasant from Niba 
-Jsland, and | 

the twelve-year-old daughter of the 
Tonga Minister of Police. To the 
amazement of the court, the King de- 
clared he would marry oth. Prepara- 
tions for the wedding advanced aus- 
piciously until the alarming discovery 
was made that Crown Treasurer Kaa- 
pal had absconded with all of the State 
funds, helping himself at the same ¢ime 
to the King’s yacht in order to get 
away. 

While folks were still talking of the 
robbery, word was received that the 
yacht had been wrecked on the Samoan 
coast and the Treasurer arrested in 
Apia. The young German who acts as. 
assistant to the Minister of Police was 
sent from Tonga to bring back the de- 

linquent, but before he reached Apia 

Kaapai had broken jail and taken ref- 

uge in the woods, where he has thus far 

evaded pursuit. 

In the mean time the King was com- 
pelled to indefinitely postpone his wed- 
ding, on account of financial stringency, 
and a commercial firm most interested 
appealed to the German Vice-Consul 
for assistance to collect various claims 
against the crown and the natives of 
Tonga. The latter cannot, by interna- 
tional law, contract debts, yet ¢he Vice- 
Consul, in a series of interviews with 
King George, and despite the fact that 
Tonga is within the sphere of British 
influence, threatened that all private 
as well as public debts must be forth- 
with discharged, or he svould seize Va- 
vue Island in satisfaction and settle- 

-ment. The King had retained Attor- 
ney William J. Napier of Apia to act 
for him professionally, and has also 
laid his case before the British Consul. 

Further details were brought by the 
Aorangi of the action of the volcano 
Kilauea. The first disturbance. oc- 
curred the last of March, and did not 
seem to be the breaking out of the 
slumbering fire, but rather the caving 
in of the floor of the great crater. The 
memory of the oldest inhabitants of the 
island does not extend to the time when 
the volcano was really active. By a 
pecullar freak of nature the crater was 
floored over by lava, and it was no un- 
common thing to see numerous goats 
down at the bottom of the immense 
hole in the mountain, eating the vege- 
tation that grew there. ; 

Early on the morning of March 23 
there was a rumbling sound from the 
mountain, followed by great clouds of 
dust and smoke. Down the mountain 
side came an avalanche of rocks and 
dirt, burying vegetation for some dis- 
tance from the edge of the crater. 
Later in the day and at subsequent 
intervals during the week that fol- 
lowed a prolonged rumbling was heard, 
without any noticeable disturbance of 
the earth. 

Investigation disclosed ¢he fact that 
a hole more than two hundred feet in 
diameter had been made inthe floor of 
the crater by the crust giving way. 
An attempt was made to ascertain the 
depth of the hole, but nothing definite 
could be learned. 


FRESNO’S CHINESE FEUD. 


Police Have the Man Whom the Mer- 
chants Most Fear. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
FRESNO, April 20.—After the excite- 
ment attendant upon the shooting last 
night, had subsided, the officers secured 
a Chinese guide and made a house-to- 
house raid»on Chinatown and arrested 
4 nine suspicious-looking Celestials. At 
Lee’s laundry the guide pointed 
out three men who, he said, were 
hatchet-men, among them being Hop 
Lee himself, who had a revolver on his 
person. Among the curios found in the 
Gens were three steel coats of mail, 
‘used. the Mongolians as protection 
against knives and bullets.” 

Chinatown is all excitement today, 
and business men over there are afraid 
to move out of doors. It is hard to get 
them to talk about the affair, but one 
Chinese merchant was found who ex- 
pressed himself without fear. He says 
he saw Hop Lee, the laundryman, de- 
liberately shoot another Chinaman. 
Hop Lee, it is alleged, is the leader or 
manager of one of the societies here, 
and is the one man that the merchants 
fear as they do the devil. 

This merchant says that after Hop 
Lee had killed his man, he rushed into 
his house and took off his coat-of-mail 
and telephoned to San Francisco that 
the war was on, and to send fifteen 
more hatchet-men on this evening’s 
train. It is said that all of these high- 
binders will not come directly to Fres- 
no. While perhaps five or six will come 
directly here, others will drop off at 
Madera, and some go to Hanford by 
the Valley road, from which places 
they will drive to Fresno this evening 
under cover of the darkness. : 

The officers have found three China- 
men and two Chinese women who will 

swear they saw Hop Lee kill one man. 

That the end is not yet in sight seems 
to be the general opinion among the 
merchants in Chinatown, and the police 
and county officers, under the direction

NEW YORK EXPERT. 


Daniel T. Ames Tells 
Knows of the Murdock Note, 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS DAY REPORT 4 

WILLOWS, April: 20.—Daniel_ T. 
Ames, the famous New York handwrit- 
ing expert, was on the witness stand 
all this morning in the Murdock case. 
His testimony was very interesting. 
He said that for thirty years he has 
made a specialty of this business, and 
had testified in 1200 such cases. An- 
Swering Gen. Barnes, he said that he 
first saw the Murdock note during 1897. 
It was shown him by L. S. Megginson, 
in a San Francisco law office. One year 
ago, in January or February, he was 
first spoken to by the executors in the 
present case. He had examined nearly 
800 checks signed by William Murdock, 
and he had made a study of their 
chirography. 

Six exhibits were handed the jury, 
and Ames commenced a recital as to 
the difference between the admitted 
and disputed signatures. Ames said 
the admitted signatures showed a 
strong, positive hand, while that on 
the note was hesitating and nervous; 
that the flow of ink in Murdock’s ac- 
knowledged signature was uniformly 
solid and smooth, and that the signa- 
ture on the note is uneven. Mr. Ames 
said that the slant in the admitted sig- 
natures is about 45 deg. and 60 deg. 
in note.

SAN JOSE’S BIG FIRE. 


Fruit-packing House and Winery 
Destroyed—Wine Licked Up. 
[ASSOCIATERN PRESS DAY REPORT.] 
SAN JOSE, April 20.—At an early 
hour this morning the large fruit ware- 
house leased and occupied by Castle 
Bros., and the Zicovich winery adjoin- 
ing, both on San .Carlos street, near 
the narrow-gauge railroad, and a num- 


of small buildings, destroyed J. 


by fire, the total loss being estimated 
all the way from $190,000 to $125,000. 

The fire started in the cooper shop of 
the winery, which bad not been used 
for some time, and had made strong 
headway befere it was discovered. The 
buildings being outside the city limits, 
the lack of facilities to fight the flames 
could lead to but one result—the total 
destruction of the property menaced. 
The fire quickly spread to the residence 
of Ed Brown, who had charge of the 
winery, and then on to the extensive 
and valuable warehouse of Castle 
Bros., the warehouse office and resi- 
dence and the small buildings in the 
neighborhood. Next to the cooper shop 
was a short railway switch line, on 
which a number of cars were standing. 
All but three box cars were saved. 
These had to be sacrificed on account 
of the intense heat. . 

Before an hour had passed, the flames 
had jumped the track and attacked the 
winery, awhich, like the warehouse, 
of brick. Inside was stored & large 
amount of wine in barrels and casks, 
and these soon burst with terrifie ex- 
plosions. The distillery back of the 
winery soon suffered the fate of the 
other buildings, and when daylight 
came there was nothing standing but 
blackened walls. 

Across the track from the warehouse 
were the buildings of the Great West- 
ern Car Works. These were saved by 
the use of garden hose and buckets, 
over fifty men being pressed into serv- 
ice. No cause for the fire is known, 
though there are many theories. 

The exact amount of the losses will 
not be known for several days. The 
warehouse, together with the offices and 
residence, was owned by IJ. G. Knowles, 
who carried no insurance. The loss is 
about $10,000. Castle Bros.’ insurance 
on their stock of dried prunes, esti- 
mated at 100 tons, awas placed in San 
Francisco. Amount of. policy not 
known, H. H. £Kooser owned!

In its issue for April 18, the Oakland 
Tribune makes a feeble attempt to | 
read Tur Times a lesson in political 
consistency. It refers to this journal 
as “an alleged Republican paper,” and 
declares that it (Tur Tres) “has sud- 
denly become hysterical over matters 
it has been brooding about since the 
recent session of the Legislature.” 
The Oakland paper quotes a few sen- 
tences from an editorial which ap- 
peared recently in these columns, and 
proceeds to “jump on” the same in a 
manner which was evidently fntended 
to be extremely savage, but which is 
in reality merely amusing.

WAIT. 

There is no need of forming a de- 
cided opinion on the Philippine ques- 
tion at the present time. In fact it 
is utterly impossible to form an in- 
telligent opinion upon this grave sub- 
ject, with the limited knowledge we 
have in regard to ¢he islands. The 
whole matter is shrouded in doubt 
and uncertainty, and it can be studied 
only in the light of knowledge, Bur 
such knowledge we do not poss at 
this time. Therefore, the only safe 
course is to wait. 

With premature haste the opponents 
‘of the administration at Washington 
have dragged this Philippine question 
into the political arena in advance of 
formal announcement of any well de- 
fined line of policy in the matter by the 
administration. Those men who feel 
called upon to warn the people against 
grave evils which are predicted from 
the retention of the Philippines seem 
to overlook the fact that our govern- 
ment may not decide to hold the isl- 
ands at all, so that the anti-expansion 
tracts which are being strewn over 
the country may be like sweetness 
wasted upon the desert air. It will be 
time enough to discuss the question of 
retaining the Philippines when the 
powers that be announce an. intention 
to that effect. Meanwhile the people 
would do well to study the problem 
in all its phases, and then wait. 

It may or may not be wise for our 
government to retain the Philippines, 
to annex them, or to establish a pro- 
‘ectorate over them. But we do not 
know. Jn the absence of specific 
knowledge on the subject we are un- 
able to form an intelligent opinion, or

course the college professors—often 
overburdened with political wisdom— 
have formed an opinion upon the sub- 


on it, but the plain, ordinary people, 
not gifted with occult knowledge, are 
compelled to await the natural course 
of events—the study of. this subject 
upon its merits, | 

So little was known about Alaska 
when the subject of annexing that 
Territory came up for consideration 
before Congress that much inconsis- 
tent opposition to the subject was 
developed. Yet no one can doubt the 
wisdom of annexing the Territory in 
question. No doubt that at the time 
the Alaska question was before Con- 
gress sundry gray-headed professors 
mounted the tripod, donned the veil, 
and uttered divers strange prophecies, 
and forecast direful calamities. Yet 
the legislators at Washington went 
at the question in a businesslike way 
and settled it in a proper manner. 
And the country survived. As in the 
case of Alaska, so with the Philippines, 
it is a mere question of good states- 
manship and good business policy, not 
of political philosophy. If the reten- 
tion of the islands appears to be an act 
of good policy, or of good business 
principles, no doubt the people will fa- 
vor such an act; otherwise not. But 
before the people attempt to decide 
this queStion, they should acquire at 
least a fair knowledge of its merits, 


and then act intelligently upon the ev- 


idence. 

Realizing the gravity of the mat- 
ter, and the need of securing informa- 
tion in regard to the Philippines, Presi- 


dent McKinley has sent a commission 


to the islands for the purpose of se- 
curing such knowledge as will enable 
us to form a rational opinion in regard 
to the ultimate disposition of the same. 
Pending the report of that commission, 
the only safe course isto wait—to sus- 
pend judgment. 

It should be borne in mind that the 
Philippines were by the treaty of 
Paris formally ceded to the United 
States unconditionally, and that we 
possess an absolute, indefeasible title 
to the islands. The only question be- 
fore us, then, is what to do with the 
islands—what is the best course to 
pursue in regard to them? In otder 
to decide these questions, the people 
should await the report of the com- 
mission sent to investigate the matter, 
and then study it in a careful and im- 
partial spirit. All the opinions ema- 
nating from so-called learned men in 
regard to the Philippines are mere 
speculations, and as such are entitled 
to just the same consideration as the 
knowledge elicited by the lamented 
Keely in regard to the profound prob- 
lem-of perpetual motion. 

Let the people wait until the sub- 
ject has been investigated by compe- 
tent persons,

MUSIC AND MUSICIANS. . 


An audience that overflowed Ebell 
Hall and filled one of the anterooms, 
greeted Miss Alice Beach McComas at 
her initial appearance since her return 
‘in a piano ‘recital. Miss McComass 
talent is unquestionably of a very high 
order, but its present stage of devel- 
opment, as evidenced last evening, calls 
for criticism both favorable and the re- 
verse. The method by which she has 
been taught is to blame for the short- 
comings in her performance. They 
are all very possible of being rectified, 
however, and her musical gift is too 

recious and rare, for what are now 

ut blemishes to be allowed to grow 
into settled and grave faults. Natur- 
ally, owing to nervousness, she was not 
heard at her best last night, but con- 
ceding that, her phrasing was seriously 
blurred by misuse of the pedal, and was 
often faulty through an apparent fail- 
ure to understand the deeper meaning 
and significance of what she was play- 
ing. Her finger work was uneven, her 
tone was at times flat instead of round, 
and these and other purely technical 
errors gave a seeming of crudity, of 
immaturity, to her performance that 
was not at all in keeping with the 
equally unmistakable evidencesof earn- 
est, conscientious study, a highly 
musical temperament, and a sincere 
reverence for her art. Her piano tones 
were beautifully liquid, her forte 
showed ample power, but her tech- 
nique was displayed to better advan- 
tage in the quiet, tender passages of 
Chopin than in the brilliant exactions 
of Liszt. In a word, Miss McComas is 
worthy of much better instruction than 
she has had, and if she can and will 
put herself under the right kind of 
guidance she has a future rich in 
promise.

IMPRESS OF ENVIRONMENT. 


Third Lecture on 
the Child.’ 


Dr. Charles C. Van Liew gave the 
third of his weekly lectures in the 
university extension movement at No. 
330%, South Broadway last evening. The 
series is on ‘‘The Science of the Child,” 
the lecture of last evening being under 
the sub-title, ‘‘The Impress of Environ- 
ment.” He said that the first requisite 
in the education of a child is manual 
training, and declared that the recep- 


Science of 


tion of every truth suggests 
some impression of the truth, 
and that nature’ suggests the 


bodily act which will best form the ex- 
pression. He said that we had gotten 
beyond the idea that individuals have 
but five senses, declaring that some 
psychologists have counted as high as 
thirteen distinct senses, though all the 
leading authorities agree that no one 
knows how many senses there are in 
the human organism. Among the most 
important of the senses he classed that 
of muscular activity, which is distinct 
from the sense of touch. He declared 
that the education which is best for 
the child is that which will develop the 
senses of the child the most fully. 
Many a boy received more 
working with his father’s carpenter 
tools than in school, the speaker de- 
clared. ‘‘Childhood is the period when 
we have the habit of forming habits,” 
and the evil of putting an end to this 
period abruptly be too early labor for 
gaining a living was pointed out. The 
best discipline of the child, said the 
speaker, is the unconscious efforts at 
imitation of the child at its play. The 
effect of home training in the form of 
restraints constantly exerted on the 
child was pointed out, Dr. Van Liew 
declaring that many a child is a nerv- 
ous wreck for no other reason than 
because parents are always restraining 
them and pointing the possibilities of 
great evils which may. befall their free 
activity. 

There are three more lectures in the 
course, and they will be be given on 
Thursday evenings each week. While 
the audiences which hear these lec- 
tures are small, they are select, and 
many teachers are among the most at- 
tentive listeners.

THEOSOPHICAL SOCIETY ‘VS. UNI- 
VERSAL BROTHERHOOD LEAGUE. 


Mrs. Tingley’s Aggregation De- 
nounced as Being Untheosoph- 
ical and the Point Loma Spook 
Shop Olassed as a Mere “Theat- 
rical Training School.”’ 


Judging by the matter here printed, 
there are theosophists and theosophists, 
and as the layman is unable to judge 
as to the difference in the various 
brands of theosophy, The Times gives 
space to this communication by a writer 
who claims to be of the original stock, 
and who speaks for herself in the fol- 
lowing terms: 3 

{To the Editor of the Times:] Con- 
sidering the statements made in the 
name of theosophy, by the Universal 
Brotherhood League at Point Loma, I 
deem it my duty as a theosophist to 
state the difference between the two 
societies. 

The Theosophical Society was 
founded October, 1875, in New York, by 
Mme. Blavatsky and Col. H. S. Olcott, 
with the latter as life president, Mme. 
Blavatsky preferring to invest herself 
with the relatively insignificant title of 
corresponding secretary, and not as is 
stated by the Universal Brotherhood 
League, founded by Mme. Blavatsky 
and W. Q. Judge. 

Mr. Judge joined the society shortly 
after its formation and finally became 
its vice-president. In July, 1894, Mr. 
Judge savas called before a judicial com- 
mittee, in London, formed to investi- 
gate certain charges of deception pre- 
ferred against him, of which he never 
was able to clear himself. Lack of 
space forbids details, but any one in- 
terested in the case can read ‘Case of 
Mr. Judge.” 

Shortly after this investigation Mr. 
Judge and the greater part of the 
ed from. the 
parent society, and founded an inde- 
pendent organization. After his death 
in ’96, Mrs. Tingley, as his successor, 
saw fit to change the name of the ce- 
ceded section to the Universal Broth- 
erhood League. Therefore, the follow- 
ers of’ Mr. Judge and Mrs. Tingley are 
not the Theosophical Society any more 
than the Confederacy was the United 
States. 

The Theosophical Society has still Co. 
Olcott as its president, and Mrs. Annie 
Besant as one of its most honored and 
beloved leaders. The Theosophical So- 
ciety never has, and never will regard 
Mrs. Tingley as its leader, nor feel re- 
sponsible for any midnight spookical 
parades. It is of no consequence to the 
Theosophical Society what sex or color 
she chooses to claim. 

The utter absurdity of the Point 
Loma convention is vindication enough 
of the Theosophical Society, for any 
thinking person can see at a glance 
who is the real standard-bearer of the 
grand philosophy taught in theosophy. 

Any oné who has ever read the aims 
and objects of the Theosonhical So- 
ciety knowsthatit never was intended to 
be a theatrical training school.

Julius Festner Offers His Services to 
Emperor illiam, 

Julius T. Festner, the unfortunate pa- 
tient who is subject to recurrent at- 
tacks of insanity, and who, after nu- 
merous escapades in which his beloved 
zither cut a figure, was recently re- 
turned to the County Hospital to await 
examination, is much’ disturbed in 
mind. A cartoon in a daily paper has 
upset his equanimity, for it represented 
the monster figures of Uncle Sam and 
John Bull standing together in amic- 
able friendship on the Island of Samoa, 
and looking down on the insignificant 
figure of German William as he is 
trying to maintain his foothold on a 
tiny outlying scrap of ground. 

This caricature so wounded the feel- 
ings of Fe8tner that he sat down and 
indited a letter of sympathy to Em- 
peror William, in which he proffered 
his services in the event of interna- 
tional complications. “Will Your Ma- 
jesty kindly pardon me,” he writes, “for 
taking up a few minutes of your valu- 


able time, but I cannot do otherwise, 


my blood is just boiling over ever 
since I saw the miserable caricature 
which I enclose, and which needs no 
comment on my part.” 

The writer then goes onto state that 
he is a German-American, and humbly 
begs to offer his services in case of 
complications. He states that he is a 
good snare-drummer, having drummed 
since he was 5 years old, and now he 
is 41, in good health, etc. 

“IT would consider it a great compli- 


ment if Your Majesty will allow me 


to serve for cne year in the Prussian 
army,” continues Festner, “for my 
father was born on Halle-on-the-Saale 
in 1816, and often expressed a desire 
to send me to Germany for three years 
to serve in the army, Knowing it would 
make a man of me. He died at Omaha 
in 1890: my family still living there in 
good circumstances.”

More About the Confiscation of Prop- 
erty by Premature’ Street 
Improvements. 


TO TEST THE VROOMAN ACT. 


A MEETING TO DISCUSS ECHO PARK 
EXTENSION. 


The Perennial Tourist Hotel Ques- 
 tlon—Active Improvements Going 
Forward in Outside Towns of 
Sonthera California. 


Agents report an improved demand 
for real estate during the past week 
and quite a number of important deals 
are being negotiated. The inquiry for 
country property, especially improved 
orange and lemon groves, continues 


active. 
A LEMON GROVE SOLD. 

A well-known and highly-improved 
Jemon grove in the Cahuenga Valley, 
not_very far from the _ city limits, 
changed hands a few days ago, when 
H. J. Whitley of this city purchased 
the well-known Hurd property of Mrs. 
Minna C. Hurd for $22,500. This in- 
cludes a well-kept lemon grove, with 
some oranges, also. other land. The 
lemons raised on this property have al- 
ways sold for the top price in the mar- 
ket, the grove being an excellent ex- 
ample of what may be done by careful 
and painstaking cultivation, combined 
with a thorough knowledge of the busi- 
ness... The house is neat and cosy, and 
the’shrroundings are most attractive, A 
property of this description will often 
find a purchaser at a good figure when 
other property that has not been kept 
up in good. condition goes a begging 
for a buyer. 

“Mr. Whitley is a well-known and 
wealthy business man, who expects to 
spend several thousand dollars in mak- 
ing further improvements on the prop- 
erty which he has just purchased. 

Since the Cahuenga Valley enjoyed 
the advantage of a water system, there 
has been much more active demand for 
property out that way. As The Timés 
has frequently stated, it only needs a 
little judicious effort on part of the 
property-owners |ithere to make the 
Cahuenga Valley an active rival of the 
San Gabriel, in the way of suburban 
residences. 

STREET IMPROVEMENTS. * 

In these columns, on March 31, a 
question was asked Sy H. D. R. in 
reference’ to forcing other property- 
holders to improve their property when 
a portion of the same street was being 
improved. Through a_ typographical 
omission, the question was only parti- 
ally answered, and in order to make 
the answer more complete the question 
is repeated in full. 

“Suppose the majority of lot owners. 
of «two blocks of a street: have the 
street improved and the of 
lot owners of one.block adjoining; the 
two blocks choose not to have ‘this 
part of the street improved, can the 
owners of the two blocks force those 
of the other block to make ¢he same 
_improvement through the City Coun- 
cil?’ 

Answer: “Generally speaking, no.” 
In addition to the previous answer 
given we will state that it is entirely 
in the hands of the Council to remedy 
this matter. For that reason it was 
suggested that “it is advisable to get 
the aid and influence of your Councli- 
man in these matters.” At the same 
time, the law states “and when not 
more than two blocks, including street 
crossings, remain ungraded to the of- 
ficial grade, or otherwise unimproved, 
in whole or in part, and a block or 
more on each side upon said street has 
been so graded or otherwise improved, 
or when not. more than two blocks at 
the end of a street remain so ungraded 
or otherwise improved, said City Coun- 
cil may order any of the work men- 
tioned in this act to be done upon said 
intervening ungraded or unimproved 
part of said street and said work upon 
said intervening part or end of a street, 
er at the end of a street, shall not be 
stayed or prevented by any written or 
other objection, unless such Council 
shall deem proper.” 

It will be observed by the above that 


if the Council is favorable to the im-. 
provement there will be little trouble in| 


getting the objecting owners to make 
the improvement. 

THE VROOMAN ACT. 

A number of property-owners, re- 
siding on Eighth street east of Main, 
have combined for the purpose of test- 
‘ing the validity of the Vrooman act, 
under which.a large amount of street 
improvement has been done:-in Los-An- 
eles.. As. recently mentioned in The

consent. The Times cannot conscien- 
tiousiv advise the purchase of unim- 
proved lots in the cheaper districts, 
except where the purchaser is pre- 
pared to expend perhaps 75 per cent.

NORTHWEST IMPROVEMENT. 

A meeting will be held this (Friday) 
evening at West End Hall, Temple 
street and Belmont avenue, for. the 
purpose of considering the question of 
the extension of Echo Park, to which 
project reference has already been 
made in The Times. The importance 
of fine parks to a city—especially a 
city which depends largely on tourist 
travel—can scarcely be overestimated. 
The people of San Francisco, who 
are far behind us in many things 
that go to make a progressive city, 
are fully alive to the value of a fir 
park, and they are now proposing to 
vote the large amount of $3,500,000 for 
the purpose of extending Golden 
Gate Park to Van Ness. avenue. 
With Echo Park extended to Temple 
street on the south, and Sunset boule- 
vard on the north, it will become 
known to thousands of Los Angeles 
people who are at present not even 
aware of the existence of this park, 
with its half-mile of lake, boathouse, 
and beautiful plantations of trees and 
flowers. 

The meeting will be addressed by 
Councilman Baker, and it is hoped that 
a large number’ of property-owners 
will be wvresent. It is probable that 
the auestion of further improvements 
for the northwestern part of the city 
will be taken up and discussed at this 
meeting. It would be a good idea 


for the property-owners of that at- 


tractive part-of the city to form an 
organization. for the purpose of fur- 
thering their interests, which have 
been so much neglected in the past. 
There is at present a: “Northwest 
Improvement Association,” but that 
confines its work almost entirely to 
Temple street. and the territory imme- 
diately adiacent. North of emple 
| feights,

A TOURIST HOTEL. 

Several weeks ago W. V. Newlin 
sent a communication to the Chamber 
of Commerce, urging that the chamber 
should resolve in: favor of the  con- 
struction. of a tourist hotel in Los 
Angeles. In the course of his com- 
munication. Mr. Newlin said: 

“In selecting a site for a tourist ho- 
tel it should be constantly borne in 
mind that the word ‘tourist’ conveys 
every. characteristic known to the civ- 
ilized race. and therefore the se- 
lected wants ta meet, as nearly as pos- 
sible. all the requirements of those 
characteristics. Some seek health 
only, some pleasure only, some wealth 
only. and some all these combined. 
Health is best ‘conserved when pleas- 
ure is its playmate; therefore, ~ the 
site should not be too far removed or 
inconvenient to reach the various re- 
sorts of vleasure,- as inclination dic- 
tates. while at the same time all af 
nature’s attributes to health, such as 
large and beautiful grounds, with 
shrubbery; fidwers, trees in variety, 
fruit and otherwise; fountains, etc., 


scan and should be an absolutely nec- 


essary requisite. 
“To presume that a tourist hotel 
such as Los Angeles requires, would 
not pay a fair return on the invest- 
ment. or to enter upon a discussion 
of that auestion, would be like argu- 
ine for a verdict after the jury had 
already given you one for more than 
was asked: but to remove every 
scruple which home or foreign capital 
might invent in considering’ this en- 
terprise, the citizens of Los Angeles 
might, if required, enter into a guar- 
antee of @ fair per cent. on the in- 
vestment for a few years, without 
anv probability they would ever be 
called upon to make even @ fractional 
payment of the amount guaranteed. 
The communication. ig referred to 
mittee on Hotels. 
‘Newlin's idea is all right, but his 
suggestion that a tourist hotel would 
pay a fair return on the investment is 
open to serious question. It is doubtful 
whether any of these big tourist hotels 
pay, as a direct commercial propos'- 
tion. The Coronado Hotel was built 
with the profit of the sale of lots dur- 
ing the boom. The Raymond Hotel was 
run as an adjunct to the excursion bus- 
iness of the Raymonds, and the Hotel 
Del Monte is run by the Southern Pa- 
cific Company, for the purpose of en- 


On the other hand, it is certain that 
a first-class tourist hotel, such as those 
mentioned, standing in spacious and at- 
tractive grounds, is of vast importance 
to the place in which it is located, and 
that, indirectly, it is a highly profitable 
enterprise for the community. Such be- 
ing the case, it’ would certainly be the 
part of wisdom for a community to of- 
fer a liberal subsidy, in the shape of 
land or otherwise, to any properly 
qualified person who is willing to con- 
struct and operate such an hotel. 

It is admitted that Los Angeles has 
some excellent hotels, but they do nct 
fill the bill, for those who come here 
for health or pleasure. The visitor from 
the big eastern cities, where he leaves 
behind him noise, and snow, and ice, 


does not care much for a big building” 


in the business section, however pala- 
tial its appointments and furnishings 
may be. On the other hand, he will go 
into raptures over a verdant lawn, 


for property-owners to seek to take ad- 
vantage of a technicality in escaping 
payments of their just indebtedness, 
but it must be admitted that there 
would be a considerable amount of 
‘poetic justice” in this case, supposing 
the law should be declared invalid. As 
The Times has mentioned on several 
occasions, street improvements have 
been pushed through down in the east- 
ern section of the city by speculative 
contractors, where such improvements 
were not yet needed, the result in many 
cases being almost a practical confisca- 
tion of the property. Such, for in- 
stance, is the case of Mateo street, al- 
ready referred to in these columns, 
where the lots face on side streets. Con- 
sequently the owner of a fifty-foot lot, 
worth perhaps $300 cash, is called upon 
to pay $200 for street improvements, 
which not 5 per cent. of the property- 
owners want. In case this law should 
now be proved to be invalid, the laugh 
_ would be on the side of those property- 
owners who have been victimized. 
CONFISCATION OF PROPERTY. 
As stated, the making of expensive 
street improvements where they are 
not yet wanted, in sections where prop- 
erty is cheap and difficult of sale, often 
amounts, practically, to confiscation of 
the property. The hardship is increased 
by the fact, of which The Times has 
made frequent mention, that many of 
these property-owners—not only those 
living at a distance, but even resident 
property-owners—are not aware of the 
fact that their property is thus incum- 
bered, until they receive a notice that 
the paymient is due, or, perhaps, until 
they learn that their property has been 


sold for the amount of the improve- | 


ment. The present system of inserting 
a notice in an obscure corner of a pa- 
per of limited circulation is altogether

An 
ideal tourist hotel for Los Angeles 
should have spactous grounds, in which 
all the most picturesque products of 
Southern Californit might seen. 
The best location would, undoubtedly, 
be one one of the picturesque hills in 
the western or northwestern part of 
the city, from which a view of the val- 
ley, with the ocean in the distance, 
may .be obtained, and on the other side 
the picturesque’Sierra Madre range. 
However, it is of little use to talk 


about his proposition, unless some sec-. 


tion, or the city at large, is. willing 
to put up a subsidy. The question has 
been threshed over and over again, 
until the very mention of a tourist ho- 
tel has become tiresome. When this 
question was up for discussion on the 
last occasion, at which time it looked 
as if something might be .accom- 
plished. The Times suggested a prac- 
tical plan by which such an enterprise 
might be carried out. In the north- 
western part of the city are several 
thousand acres of picturesque hill land. 
which may be purchased at prices 
ranging from $250 to $1000 an acre. If 
a syndicate would buy up a large block 
of this land, run a street car out there, 
grade streets—not by cutting unsightly 
gashes through the hills, at big ex: 


pense, but by winding around them— |} 


reserve, say, twenty acres in the cen- 
ter of the tract for a hotel site. ana 
then offer large lots, of about half an 
acre each, for sale, with a building 
clause providing for. good improve- 
ments, it could raise enough money to 
build a fine tourist hotel, and leave a 
good margin for profit besides.

Electrical Engineering. 
| GREAT movement is on foot’ in 
‘Europe. in the application of elec- 
trical engineering’ to thesprocesses 

of agriculture. The German govern- 
ment,. especially, is giving great en- 


~couragement to the study-and progress 


of this new art, having placed lands of 
its own atithe disposition of investiga- 
tors and The German 
Society of Agriculturists has also estab-. 
lished exhibitions and competitions for 
the general dissemination of newly-ac- 
quired knowledge on the subject. among 
its members and agriculturists gener- 
ally. On many farms, windmill power 
is being: used; on. others water is the 
principal source of power. Gas and pe- 
troleum motors are also coming into 
use as prime motors for certain kinds 
of agricultural work. 

The result of introducing electricity 
in farm operations is found to be that 
the proprietor.gets: better returns: from 
his property, and that while he can 
greatly reduce the number of his farm 
hands, he can afford to raise the wages 
of those whom he retains. Prof. 
Thurston has summarized the condi- 
tions under which electricity can be. 
used on a farm to advantage. He says 
there can be no mistake in installing 
an electric plant where 'a prime ‘motor 
is already in place, as a steam engine 
ora ter wheel. ._Thus the operation 
of: plows, .centrifugal pumps, etc., in 
the field, and the various apparatus of 
the farm, within and without the 
buildings, can be carried on more 
cheaply and effectively than they were 
before. If it is not convenient, to put 
the electrie plant on the farm itself, the 
power can, in most cases; be supplied 
from a distance, over a small copper 
wire, at comparatively small cost in 
time, trouble or money. The same mo- 
tor may be employed for various pur- 
poses, as it is small in size and port- 
able. 
of machines at the same time while 
giving. light, and, if. need be, heat. It 
is' simple and: easy fo"handle; it gives 
great safety against fire, and, in case 
of incipient fire, it permits the instan- 
taneous operation of fire pumps, being 
provided with a suitable system of dis- 
tributing water mains. 

A French delegate has been appointed 
to make a study of American methods 
in electrical agriculture, with a view to 
its possifie application on agricultural 
lands in France... It is thought that a 
definite working scheme may be de- 
vised, in which electric'ans and engi- 
neers will secure the cap'‘tal, distrib- 
ute electrical cvrrent at low. costs, an 
rent out apparatus, even seeing { 
properly manipulated by furnishing ex- 
pert operators, in order that the peas- 
ant may not be called upon to provide 
capital which it is impossitle for him 
to find. The probability is that agri- 
culturists will combine and form syndi- 
cates for the purpose of introducing the 
new system of culture, which the great

Orchard Fumigation. 
BULLETIN on orchard fumigation 
Ate: been issued by the agricultural 
“experiment station of the Univers- 
ity of California. It is avritten by C. 
W. Woodworth, and contains a very 
complete description of the most ap- 
proved methods of fumigating orchard 
trees. 
Among the leading points brought 
out in the bulletin are that hydro- 


cyanic acid is the most effective insecti- | 
cide known. 


Injury to foliage of the 
trees can be prevented in a: number 
of ways. Night work has proved to 
be a most important item in the work 
of fumigating. The tent and other ap- 
paratus used have gone through an in- 
teresting course of development. It is 
now made of light duck, oiled, sized 
and painted, or treated with gactus 
juice, to make it gas tight. Pulley 
tents, operated in pairs by means of 
derricks, are much used for the largest 
trees, ‘but the most are hoop tents, 
which can be moved from tree to tree 
with great facility. Box tents are an 
eastern device, having some _ good 
points, and it is recommended that 
they be tried here. Sheet tents are 
held in great favor, and may replace all 
other kinds. ‘In regard to expenses, it 
is shown that fumigating according to 
a well-arranged plan makes the labor 
a small item. in the cost. An accurate 
estimation of the area of the tent is es- 
sential to successful fumigation. The 
tents must be inspected daily ¢o keep 
them gas-tight. The author of the 
bulletin concludes that fumigation may 
finally, entirely replace spraying for 
scale insécts in orchards. 

An interesting historical sketch is 
given, showing how the practice of 
fumigating for scale first originated. It 
was about twelve years ago that D. W. 
Coquillett, the well-known United 
States entomologist, who was at that 
time stationed in Los Angeles, began 
to make a serious study of methods of 
fumigating, for the special purpose of 


scale, which was then doing great dam- 
age in the orange groves of Southern 
California: Various methods of fumi- 
gating had already been inaugurated 
by J. W.. Wolfskill and his foreman, 
Alexander Craw, the present State 
Entomologist. After a number of ex- 
periments, hydrocyanic gas was finally 
settled upon as the most effective agent’ 
to use for the purpose of fumigation. 


Irrigation Investigations. 

HE report of the Director of the 

Office of .Experiment Stations for 

1898. issued by the United States 
Department of Agriculture, contains 
information regarding irrigation in- 
vestigations which are being made 
by the department, for which purpose 
$10,000 was being appropriated by Con- 
gxress. The supervision of the work 
on irrigation was assigned to the 
Director of the Office of Experiment 
Stations. and Prof. Ellwod Mead, who 
has had a long and successful career 
as a student and administrator of 


irrigation problems in the West, was | 


selected as consulting expert and 
chief assistant. The conference of ex- 
periment’ station officers and irriga- 
tion engineers, which was at 

nver in July last, was part of the 
scheme decided upon in carrying out 
this work. 

The following statements, 
from a recent communication of Prof. 
Mead ‘to the office, are quoted to show 
some of the ways in which the de- 
partment may profitably work, and

i largeness of th> intereste and 
problems requiring its aid im the irri- 
gated region: 

“The first purpose of-this investiga- 
tion is to aid farmers now living on 
irrigated land. 

“To do this it is proposed to collect 
and publish the available data rela- 
tive to water rights,’ this to include 
the methods of acquirement, the con- 
trol of streams and ditches by States 
and.individuals, and a discussion and 
publication of the laa@fs and methods 
of using and distrfduting water 
the several arid States, and in other 
countries. The need of this informa- 
tion and of a better understanding of 
our situation than the great mass of 
farmers now have is ‘imperative. The 
diversion and control of streams have 
created a number of new und novel 
problems, for which lawmakers, 
courts or farmers have as yet no ade- 
quate solution. These are already as- 
suming an importance which makes it 
manifest that the security of the irri- 
gated home, and the success of set- 
tlers on irrigated land are destined 
to depend largely upon their settle- 
ment. In irrigated regions values do 
not inhere in land, but in the water 
which fertilizes it. No amount of in- 
dustry and skill on the part of a 
husbandman will bring a satisfactory 
return unless with it there goes ef- 
fective and just.control of the streant 
from which he and others draw their 
common supply. In this metter the 
individual is helpless. His success de- 
pends on his obtaining his proper 
share of the water supply, and this 
does not rest on his own efforts, but 
on proper administrative regulations. 
Our lack of knowledge of these facts 
and the ‘comparative rapidity of our 
development have caused the use of 
water to outrun laws to govern its 
economioal use or just disposition. As 
@ result, irrigated farms are threat- 
ened with controversies and litigation 
which. if not averted, must prove dis- 
astrous. During the past ten years 
the litigation in Colorado over water 
rights has cost the farmers of the 
State over $1,000,000. Six cases have 
gone to.the.Montana Supreme Court 
to decide what constitutes an appro- 
priation of water, and it is still as 
much a subject of controversy as 
when the litigation began. The sit- 
uation in these two States illustrates 
a general. condition... Courts. and law- 
makers hesitate to deal decisively with 
these questions, because they have not 
the requisite knowledge on which to 
base conclusive legislation. The De- 
partment of Agriculture can do the

thev should receive. 
“These measurements should _ be 
made to show the utility of storage 
reServoirs. and the part they can be 
made to perform in both saving the 
crops of farmers now along streams 
and making it possible~for others to 
settle there. Without a definite knowl- 
edge of the variations which exist be- 
tween the use of watér in different 
months of the irrigation season and 
the fluctuation in the discharge of @ 
stream. we can only conjecture as. to 
the amount of flood water available 
for storage. A recent investigation of 
this question shows an almost entire 
absence of data,an this subject. In 
onlv three States have there been any 
public determinations of the volume of 
water actually used in irrigation, and 
these have neither embraced the 
range nor been contiued over a suffi- 
¢ient period to enable them to be re- 
garded as conclusive. 
“In their efforts to 
lamation the different States have 
pursued different methods. In some 
States corporations have been given 
almost unrestricted ownership of 
streams in order to secure the build- 
ing of canals to divert their waters. 
In others the ditches are private prop- 
ertv. but the: water is under public 
control. In others irrigation works 
are being built by State or municipal 
appropriations, which are being paid 
for. or to be paid for by general or 
local taxation. ~All the facts in cop- 
nection with these different methods 
ought to be collected ard published.

Easily Understood.

It is not surprising to 
those who know that the journal in 
question has taken no interest in the 
market war that has been of § such 
moment to our orange-growers. Rather 
the reverse has its influence been to- 
ward settling properly the questions 
that have confronted the orchardists. 
For several weeks the periodical hgs 
been publishing protests from specula- 
tors against the auctioning of oranges. 
Last week’s issue contained a letter 
purporting to be from a Washington 
Citv fruit dealer, giving a comparison 
of the prices at which the . exchange 
sold oranges at auction at Washing- 
ton. and the figures received by whole- 
sale dealers for the same class of fruit. 
The article from ‘Fruit Dealer’ winds 
up with the statement that ‘‘these fig- 
ures should convince parties of the 
great difference in prices obtained by 
legitimate dealers for fancy and choice 
fruit. and those realized at the single- 
box auction sale. Growers, it seems 
to me, ought to see their mistake in 
disposing of their fruit by auction 
methods, as they are conducted (by 
the Soutbern Galifornia Fruit Ex- 
change.)—IThe Pomotropic. 


Thinning Fruit. 

There is reason to expect an un- 
to drop of fruit this year, except 
* from trees which have made but a 
light set or have already been thinned 
by frost; they need no treatment any- 
way except the best cultivation and 
irrigation if the rainfall has been 


short. The trees which are 
full are likely to make an unusual 


good time last summer with. plenty of 
moisture and no crop because of the 
frost. Such trees can safely be pro- 
ceeded with in the usual way: of thin- 
ning. They are probably in good nor- 
mal condition. There is, however, a 
vastly greater area of trees in unusual 
circumstances and conditions this year. 
They suffered more or less for moisture 
last season, they finished up the sea- 
too hurviedly_ and svere too weak 
to finish it well.. They awoke too early 
from their dormancy and because of 
the abnormal character of the early 
part of this winter, began blooming 
without sap for a full even start. Con- 
ditions since blooming have been rush- 
ing above and‘scant below. Recently 
the moisture conditions in the soil-have 
been vastly improved in most parts of 
the State, fortunately, but it is not 
likely that normal conditions can be 
restored for some weeks to come, Much 
of the fruit which is now apparently 
set is weak and in.addition to the. cus- 
tomary drop, through lack of pollena- 
tion, etc., awe expect this year an ad- 
ditional drop of weak sets and irregu- 
lar starting. 

These considerations call for excep- 
tional -watchfulness and examination 
by the grower into the actual condi- 
tions of his young fruit. It is not safe 
to thin as one would in ordinary years. 
It is better to take the chance of some 
little loss to the tree from wasted en- 
ergy in carrying. the surplus fruit too 
long. It is still very early and frosts 
may still come to.add to the prospec- 
tive drop from other causes. It is very 


| important to let all doubtful things 


develop themselves further before re- 
ducing the loads of the trees except, as 
we said, upon trees which seem to be 
in fairly normal conditions. 

Thinning can be done late with com- 
paratively light loss to the trees and 
still with satisfactory enlargement of 
the fruit which is left. Thinning with 
the shears by cutting out whole spurs 
or short-bearing shoots, or even short- 
ening in-long. limbs, cutting always to 
a. lateral when possible, is of no appre- 
ciable injury to the tree. Many people 
have gained the impression that the 
shears are only for winter use on the 
decidvous tree. This is a mistake. On 
some accounts cutting during the grow- 
ing seascn is really kinder_to the tree, 
and in some parts of the State this 
may have to be done considerably this 
year to save the trees from evaporation 
which their roots cannot compensate. 
It is perfectly safe, and this year par- 
ticularly rational practice, to be a little 
Micawber-like and -see what will turn 
up, being ready to thin both with the 
shears and by hand as well, if it be- 
comes necessary, in order to reduce 
the burden of the tree to what is com- 
mercially most promising or what the 
life and strength of the tree may re- 
quire—[Pacific Rural Press.

The Oil Octopus. 

JUSTICE, Los Angeles: I wish to 
protest through your columns against 
the statement often seen in print that 
the reduction .in the price of refined 
oil is in any sense due to the existence 
of the Standard Oil Trust, or any action 
on its part, except in instances where 
it was done to injure a rival in busi- 
ness. The real reason oil has been cheap 
is because nature provided it in gen- 
erous quantities. Previous to a very 
recent date thé Standard Oil Trust or 
any of its affiliated branches had not 
produced a barrel of oil, they were sim- 
ply transporters, tankers and refiners 
of crude oil, which had been discovered 
and produced by the enterprise, cour- 
age and often great sacrifice of others. 

Mr. Thurber, as quoted in your is- 
sue of April 18, says: “In 1871 oil was 
worth 25.7 cents per gallon.” At that 
time there was but a comparatively 
small amount of oil produced, or on top 
of ground, but by 1880 the daily produc- 
tion of Pennsylvania oil approximated 
100,000 barrels, and about 40,000,000 bar- 
rels of oil were on top of ground, not 
one gallon of which had been produced 
by the Standard Oil Company. A few 
years ago, when the amount of oll in 
stock began to decline, and the pro- 
ducers showed a desire to have some 
voice in placing the value on their com- 
modity, the Standard OifCompany ew- 
tered the producing branch of the bus- 
iness, and has since been more or less 
active in that field. They have, how- 
ever, never made any important dis- 
coveries or opened an important oil 
field, such discoveries being in: every 
instance due to individual enterprise 
and effort. I write this to correct what 
I consider a pouplar error. ,

We 
will therefore not go back of that, but 
take Mr. Tripler’s own explanation 
there given, viz.: that the heat units 
in ordinary atmosphere air, even at 
40 deg. below zero, are. sufficient to 
vaporize liquid air at 328 deg. below 
zero.-and such vaporizing and expan: 
sion results in the same thing as ap- 
pe@rs in water when vaporized at 212 
deg. above zero, and we have the 
Same working result as in steam, the 
ordinary air which costs us nothing 
being our heating agent. This is Mr. 
Tripler’s only explamation, and the ab- 
surdity of it would appear to be self- 
evident.

100-horse. power of electrical force, 
which could be used in lighting. This 
caused great disturbance in gas 
stocks in London, but no one has ever 
gotten more than 90 per cent. of one 
horse-power of effective electric force 
out of one-horse power of steam. 

No doubt the public shows a fever- 
ish interest in such things, but it is 
wise ta dash on the cold water to 
allay the high fever. A little of the 
398 deg. below zero temperatiffe would 
make a good vapor bath for our fever- 
stricken friends, after the manner of 
the latest treatment of typhoid pa- 
tients.

COMMERCIAL. 

THE LOCAL SITUATION. The 
Times correspondent at Santa Barbara 
recently gave the result of careful in- 
vestigation as to what it had cost that 
community for certain farm products 
since the local supply. gave out last 
fall because Of the light rainfall of the 

_ previous year. He tigured out that for 
hay and grain used for feed purposes 
the bill amounted to $140,000. That is 
‘a large sum for a small’ population to 
have to pay for.three or four farm 
products which usually are grown. in 
the surrounding country. - The same 
thing has been going on in nearly every 
city, town and village in Southern Cal- 
ifornia. In Los Angeles for months 
four cars of potatoes a day have been 
consumed, and they all came from out- 
side the sectéon. These have cost $2000 
to $2250. In a month this city has had 
to pay out to people far away, $60,000 
to $75.000 for potatoes. Nearly all the 
flour used recently has come from out- 
side, either as flour or as wheat to be 
ground at the local mills. From this 
the rains of March brought pretty gen- 
eral relief. This drain is nearly at an 
end. -Not half the potatoes from out- 
side are being used now in this city 
as compared with two months ago. 
New local onions are coming in, and 
the use of Oregon ‘and Nevada stock 
will soon cease. No more hay will 
come, and already the consumption is 
largely on local alfalfa. Salinas apples 
are now giving way to Cardena straw- 
berries, thus keeping a large sum of 
money at home. For a long time the 
section must depend on the outside for 
flour and meats, as well ag other food 
products. But the relief already come 
and to come is creating a much better 
feeling in business. It is true enough 
that local merchants handled all these 
goods, but the local farmers who paid 
for them were impoverished, and that 
made collections very slow for all kinds 
of merchants in this city and in all the 
country.

It'll be a big feather in your 
cap. I wish you would take those 
watches and return them to the peo- 
ple.” Leverich did not fully realize 
what Leroy meant, as the only charge 
known against him at that time was 
that of swindling Miss Jones out of 
$10, but when the prisoner was searched 
at the desk in the Police Station and 
the gold watches found, it began to 
dawn on the officer that he had made 
an important capture. Just then Police- 
man Richardson entered the station 
with the report of Mrs. Odell’s loss, and 
it was seen that the watches taken 
from the prisoner were the ones de- 
scribed by Mrs. Odell as having been 
stolem from her. 

The next charge against Leroy was 
for entering the residence of Mfrs. 
Copsey, No. 520 Temple street, and 
stealing two rings, one set with a ruby 
and the other containing a pearl. and 
two small diamonds.

REPORTS OF A NEW AND RICH 
PLACER DIGGING, 


Hundreds Flocking to a Klondike in 
Lower Californin—Preparing for 
the May Celebration—At Spook 
Point—Anti-Vaccination. 


SAN DIEGO, April 20.—[Regular Corre- 
spondence.}| The schooner Anita, which ar- 
rived yesterday morning from Santo Do- 
mingo landing, Lower California, 30 miles 
south of this city, brings glowing accounts 
of the big placer diggings discovered not 
long ago eighty miles southwest of the well- 
known mining camp of Calmalli, and fifteen 
miles from the seacoast. Hundreds of Mex- 
icans and about all the Americans and Eng- 
lishmen in that part of Lower California 
have flocked to the new diggings, and there 
are said to be about eight hundred men 
at the camp. The placcrs are in the Santa 
Clara foothills in rather an out-of-the-way 
place, and very little has yet been learned 
by the outside world concerning the extent 
and richness of the ground. It is taken as 
sufficient evidence of the richness of the dig- 
gings, however, that the few men who have 
returned to Calmalli from the new camp

FALLBROOK. 


A Solution of the Water Problem 
About to Be Reached. 


FALLBROOK, April 20. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] A solution of ths all-important 
water problem is about to be reached by 
the people of the Fallbrook country. George 
Chaffey, the founder of Ontario, the capi- 
talist and engineer, who has been identi- 
fied with numerous irrigation and coloniza- 
tion enterprises in Southern California and 
Australia, has outlined a project to Ssupp-y 
plenty of water. He has taken an: optio2 
on the Pauba and Temecula ranches, with 
all their water rights and a good re:ervoir 
site in Nigger Valley, about nine miles east 
of Temecula, and twenty-one miles norta- 
east of Fallbrook. This reservoir site has a 
watershed of about 350 square miles, wh.ch 
is about seven times larger than the water- 
shed of the. Bear Valley system. A dam 
is to be constructed at the head of Nigger 
Cafion to a height of 130 feet, which will 
form a reservoir with a holding capacity of 
enough water to -furnish 7500 inches under 
a four-inch pressure for a period of six 
months. It is proposed to limit the amount 
of water to be taken from the reservoir in 
any one season to one-third of that amount— 
2500 inches—thus giving a three years’ sup- 
ply from the reservoir when fuil, without 
any rainfall, as the water continually flow- 
ing in will be sufficient to equal the loss by 
evaporation and seepage. 

At least a thousand inches of the water 
and probably more, is to be carried to Fail- 
brook and sold, One inch of water will irri- 
gate ten acres of Fallbrook land,%and wil 
cost $40 an acre. — 

When the projector of the system, has as- 

surances from land-owners, with aggregate 
holdings of a few thousand acres, he will 
survey lines from his dam site to Falibrook, 
and figure on running main pipes through 
the district. He will then be able to secure 
contracts with land-owners and will foon 
construct the system. If everything moves 
satisfactorily streams of  irrigatin water 
will be flowing over the Fallbrook hills with- 
in a year. ; 
This appears to us to be the best and 
cheapest walt yet submitted, 
and it seems to be the unanimous sentiment 
that the opportunity to secure such a 
water supply’ must not be allowed to elip. 
A few days ago an informal meeting of 
citizens was held in the Observer office 
and a committee of eight was appointed 
to confer with Mr. Chaffey. This committee 
called a meeting for tonight in the auditor- 
ium, and it was found when the meeting 
adjourned that over 600 acres of land had 
already been listed.

Merchants Fear a General 
from Russian Colony. 


ANAHEIM, April 20. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.] The sudden departure of 
Louie Reinlan and John Grauman, Russian 
beet-growers of the Los Alamitos secticn, 
on Sunday for parts unknown, has excited 
almost a panic among remaining Russians 
in that section, and local business men. The 
latter fear that the Russian beet-growers 
are about to pull out of the country to a 
man. As they owe collectively probably 
$15,000 in borrowed money and on provisions 
and clothing accounts in this city, the mer- 
chants have occasion for worry. Since tbe 
departure of Reinlan and Grauman search 
has been made at the instigation of H..A. 
Dichel of this city, one of the heaviest losers, 
to locate the men. Wednesday it was be- 
lieved that the women and children of the 
missing families boarded a train at Nor- 
walk.for San Francisco, and it is presumed 
that the men, who left Los Alamitos Sunday 
night with teams, are driving north. En- 
deavor will be made to overhaul them, ‘word 
having been. sent authorizing their arrest. 
It is believed by the merchants that this 
is the only course left onen to them, for 
they feel satisfied that if these two last- 
named families get away in safety the en- 
tire settlement will leave with as little or 
less ceremony.

REDLANDS. 


Cave-in of a Well—Bear Valley 
Water Development. 

REDLANDS, April 20. — [Regular Corre- 
spondence.}| This morning, while the work- 
men were at breakfast, and consequently no 
one was down the shaft, the Biggin well in 
the Yucaipe caved in, thus making of Wo 
avail the work done, save to determine that 
‘there is plenty of water to be obtained by 
the method being exploited. The well was 
about sixty-five feet deep, and the pump had 
been applied to the extent of getting a flow 
of about forty inches. This, it is asserted, is 
but a part of what may be obtained. The 
cave-in will entail but a comparatively smal! 
direct financial loss. The delay in securing 
the water is more gerious to the ranchers 
needing it. Another well will be sunk at 
once. 

There now seems to be no doubt about the 
development of water in the upper basin of 
the Bear Valley, according to F. E. Brown's 
project A preliminary shaft has been sunk 
through the surface soil in the depression, 
through a clay bed underlying and into a 
stratum of gravel underneath, which seems 
to be full of. fine water. Mr. Brown states 
that he can pump from this stratum over one 


thousand inches of water, continuous flow. If 
this can be done, there will be plenty of 
water for Redlands and vicinity from this 


source, not taking into account the Biggin 
well in the Yucaipe, the wells being sunk by 
the Redlands Water Company in the mouth 
of Santa Ana Carion, and the development in 
Mill Creek Cafion.
